power the authority to borrow money for its various corporate purposes 
and in evidence thereof to issue its notes, bonds, and other obligations pay- 
able solely out of the revenues, receipts, income, funds, or other sources 
specified in the proceedings under which the bonds, notes, or other obliga- 
tions are issued; to authorize the authority to pledge its revenues and mort- 
gage or assign its assets as security for its notes, bonds, or other obliga- 
tions; to provide for the issuance of refunding bonds, notes, or other obliga- 
tions by an authority for the purpose of refunding bonds, notes, or other 
obligations theretofore issued or assumed by it; to provide a method for 
giving constructive notice of any mortgage, security interest, assignment, 
or pledge created or made by the authority; to provide that the notes, bonds, 
and other obligations of the authority shall constitute negotiable instruments; 
to provide that the notes, bonds, and other obligations of the authority may 
be used for the investment of trusts and other fiduciary funds; to exempt 
from all taxation in the state the property, corporate activities, revenues, 
and income of the authority, the transactions or actions to which the author- 
ity is a party or in which it may be involved, and the notes, bonds, and all 
other obligations of the authority and the interest on the notes, bonds, and 
obligations; to exempt the authority from all laws of the state governing 
usury or prescribing or limiting interest rates; to exempt the authority from 
all laws of the state requiring competitive bids for contracts to be entered 
into by municipalities or public corporations; to confer upon an authority 
organized under this act the power of eminent domain; to provide that any 
county, municipality, or other political subdivision, agency, or instrumen- 
tality of the state or any county or municipality may aid and cooperate with 
the authority, lend or donate money or perform services for the benefit thereof 
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and, without the necessity of an election, donate, sell, convey, transfer, lease, 
or grant thereto any property of any kind; to authorize any county or mu- 
nicipality to enter into contracts providing for periodic monetary payments 
by the county or municipality to the authority, or for its benefit, to serve as 
a source of payment for notes, bonds, or other obligations of the authority; 
to specify the extent to which such a contract shall constitute or result in a 
debt of the county or municipality for purposes of any applicable limitation 
on indebtedness imposed by the constitution or other laws of the state; to 
provide that the authority shall be a not-for-profit corporation; to provide 
that such an authority may, in its discretion, publish a notice of the adoption

assist in entrepreneurial and small business development; and to make an 
appropriation to fund the program. 


Senator Bailey offered the following substitute for the Bill, SB 144, 
to-wit: 


SUBSTITUTE FOR SB 144 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To establish the Alabama Entrepreneurial Business Act of 1996; to 
promote the development of pilot programs; to provide business technical 
assistance through the services of minority business development represen- 
tatives located at certain regional planning and development commissions 
and establish micro and small! business revolving loan funds to assist in 
entrepreneurial and small business development; and to make an appropria- 
tion to fund the program. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. This act shall be known and may be cited as the Ala- 
bama Entrepreneurial Business Act of 1996. 


Section 2. As used in this act, the following words and phrases 
shall have the following meanings: 


(1) BASIC QUALIFICATIONS. A college degree or degrees from 
an accredited college or university in business administration, finance, or 
accounting. This may be combined with or supplemented by certification 
as an Economic Development Financing Professional by the National De- 
velopment Council. 


(2) COMMITTEE. The Regional Revolving Loan Policy Com- 
mittee established pursuant to Section 41-23-51, Code of Alabama 1975. 
The committee shall serve in an advisory capacity as it pertains to the ap- 
propriation contained in this act. 


(3) STATE FUNDS. The allocation of moneys from the State Gen- 
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eral Fund to the Alabama Department of Economic and Community Affairs 
for the purposes of this act. 


Section 3. The Alabama Department of Economic and Commu- 
nity Affairs shall perform all of the following: 


(1) Establish policies and procedures to insure accountability of 
funds in relation to state laws. Those policies and procedures shall be 
reviewed and approved or disapproved by the committee. 


(2) Promulgate and implement administrative rules, regulations, 
and procedures for the allocation of state funds. 


(3) Develop an active working relationship between the regional 
minority business development representatives and the representatives of 
the state’s Office of Minority Business Enterprise and other state and re- 
gional economic development agencies. 


Section 4. The Alabama Department of Economic and Commu- 
nity Affairs shall establish the following programs: 


(1) Minority Business Development Representatives Pilot Program. 
The purpose of this program is to allow for the hiring of qualified business 
development representatives that meet or exceed basic qualifications. The 
minority business development representatives shall receive training as nec- 
essary. The representatives shall be housed in the grantee’s business facil- 
ity and work under the direction of the grantee. Job descriptions shall be 
developed by the grantee in keeping with similar regional planning and de- 
velopment commissions; Alabama Department of Economic and Commu- 
nity Affairs; or Alabama Development Office positions, pay ranges, expe- 
rience, education, and training. The program shall last for two years unless 
continued through funding from the Alabama Department of Economic and 
Community Affairs or the Legislature. 


(2) Entrepreneurial Loan Program. State funds granted for this 
purpose may be used for the development of loan programs targeted to- 
wards entrepreneurial business development, small business incubator ten- 
ants, and other small business development projects. Grant funds for loan 
program development may be used directly to establish such loan funds or 
used to match other funds that may be available to enhance the development 
of loan funds. Loan funds shall be established as revolving loan funds in 
which loan payments repaid are deposited into a pool of funds to be loaned 
to other qualified applicants. Loan funds may be targeted to meet specific 
entrepreneurial needs. There may be multiple loan funds established to 
meet these needs. 
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Section 5. Legislative members of the committee shall be entitled 
to their regular legislative compensation for attendance of committee meet- 
ings. Other committee members shall be entitled to per diem and mileage 
allowances in such amounts as are state employees. 


Section 6. There is appropriated from the State General Fund to 
the Alabama Department of Economic and Community Affairs for the 1996- 
1997 fiscal year the sum of $866,668 to be used as a grant program admin- 
istered through the Regional Revolving Loan Policy Committee established 
by Act 90-650 to certain regional planning and development commissions 
for the purpose of developing and implementing pilot entrepreneurial pro- 
grams in Alabama. This appropriation will be used to fund the hiring of 
regional minority business developers to provide business assistance ser- 
vices to minorities and other entrepreneurs and provide funds for the devel- 
opment of financial services and loan programs. The sums of $276,667 
each shall be granted to the Southeast Alabama Regional Planning and 
Development Commission, the East Alabama Regional Planning and De- 
velopment Commission, and the Alabama-Tombigbee Regional Commis- 
sion and the remaining $36,667 shall be utilized by the committee and the 
Alabama Department of Economic and Community Affairs for program 
administration, $26,667 of which shall be used by ADECA for administra- 
tion, with the balance to be used by the committee for expenses. The said 
regional planning and development commissions shall submit grant appli- 
cations to ADECA or its designee for approval detailing their program de- 
velopment plans for the use of the grant funds. The pilot programs shall 
last for two years unless extended by the Legislature or incorporated into 
other state and regional programs. During the two year period, the pro- 
grams authorized shall undergo reporting requirements and oversight by 
the committee. 


Section 7. Any portion of the moneys herein appropriated from the 
State General Fund pursuant to this act that remains unexpended or other- 
wise unused at the end of any fiscal year shall not revert to the State Gen- 
eral Fund but shall be carried over for use in subsequent fiscal years in 
accordance with this act. 


Section 8. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of Ala- 
bama of 1901, is proposed and shall become valid as a part of the Constitu- 
tion when all requirements of this act are fulfilled: 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


No person first taking public office after the ratification date of this 
amendment may assume a supernumerary office. This amendment does not 
apply to a person participating in a supernumerary program on the ratifica- 
tion date of this amendment. The Legislature may provide for the partici- 
pation of persons holding a public office who are not participating in a 
supernumerary program in the Employees’ Retirement System of Alabama 
in a separately funded unit or separately funded units if the provisions gov- 
erning the participation for those persons are the same as for other regular 
employees participating in the Employees’ Retirement System of Alabama. 


Section 2. An election upon the proposed amendment shail be held 
at the next general, special, primary, or constitutional amendment election 
held more than three months after final adjournment of the session of the 
Legislature at which this act is adopted. The election shall be held in accor- 
dance with Sections 284 and 285 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, 
as amended, and the general election laws of this state. 


Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amendment 
shall be given by proclamation of the Governor. The proclamation shall be 
published once a week for four successive weeks immediately preceding the 
day appointed for the election in a newspaper in each county of the state. In 
every county in which no newspaper is published, a copy of the notice shall 
be posted at each courthouse and post office.

“(a) Subject to other provisions of this chapter, “employment” 
means: 


“(1) Any service performed prior to January 1, 1978, which was 
employment as defined in this section prior to such date and, subject to the 
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other provisions of this section, services performed for remuneration after 
December 31, 1977, including service in interstate commerce, by: 


“a. Any officer of a corporation; or 


“b. Any individual who, under the usual common law rules appli- 
cable in determining the employer-employee relationship, has the status of 
an employee; or 


“c. Any individual other than an individual who is an employee 
under paragraphs a or b of this subdivision (1) who performs services for 
remuneration for any person: 


“1. As an agent-driver or commission-driver engaged in distribut- 
ing meat products, bakery products, beverages (other than milk) or laundry 
or dry cleaning services for a principal; 


“2. Asa traveling or city salesman engaged upon a full-time basis 
in the solicitation on behalf of, and the transmission to, his or her principal 
(except for sideline sales activities on behalf of some other person) of or- 
ders from wholesalers, retailers, contractors or operators of hotels, restau- 
rants or other similar establishments for merchandise for resale or supplies 
for use in their business operations. 


“For purposes of paragraph c of this subdivision, the term “em- 
ployment” shall include services described in subparagraphs 1 and 2 of 
paragraph c of this subdivision, performed after December 31, 1971, only 
if: 


“(i) The contract of service contemplates that substantially all of 
the services are to be performed personally by such individual; 


“(i1) The individual does not have a substantial investment in facili- 
ties used in connection with the performance of the services (other than in 
facilities for transportation); and 


“(iii) The services are not in the nature of a single transaction that 
is not part of a continuing relationship with the person for whom the ser- 
vices are rendered. 


“(2) Service performed: 
“a. After December 31, 1971, but prior to January 1, 1978, by an 


individual in the employ of this state or any of its instrumentalities or politi- 
cal subdivisions or their instrumentalities (or in the employ of any of the 
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foregoing and one or more other states or their instrumentalities or political 
subdivisions) for a hospital or institution of higher education located in this 
state; provided, however, that such service is excluded from “employment” 
as defined in the Federal Unemployment Tax Act solely by reason of Sec- 
tion 3306(c)(7) of that act, and is not excluded from “employment” under 
subsection (b) of this section; provided further, that such service in the 
employ of a political subdivision or any of its instrumentalities shall be 
deemed to be “employment” within the meaning of this chapter only if the 
political subdivision or its instrumentalities has elected to become an em- 
ployer subject to this chapter pursuant to Section 25-4-131 for all such

“c. For the purposes of this chapter, the term “governmental en- 
tity” in reference to this state is defined as the entirety of state government, 
but for the purposes of reporting, accounting or other administrative proce- 
dures such entity shall be divided into each department, agency, board, com- 
mission and any other separately organized division or instrumentality of 
this state. The comptroller of this state shall make such payments to the 
director as are required by the other provisions of this chapter as they per- 
tain to the various organizational components of the state. The comptroller 
is hereby authorized to require of such components such payments as are 
necessary to discharge his or her responsibilities and shall enforce such 
payments under the provisions of subsection (b) of Section 25-4-51. 


“d. The term “governmental entity” in reference to any political

a separate governmental entity. Instrumentalities organized and operated 
jointly by any combination of two or more of the aforementioned entities 
shall be considered as constituting a separate governmental entity. The 
foregoing notwithstanding, each separate public school system shall consti- 
tute a separate governmental entity.

“(3) Service performed after December 31, 1971, by an individual 
in the employ of a religious, charitable, educational or other organization 
but only if the following conditions are met: 


“a. The service is excluded from “employment” as defined in the

“a. The service is localized in this state; or 


“b. The service is not localized in any state but some of the service 
is performed in this state and the base of operations, or, if there is no base of 
operations, then the place from which such service is directed or controlled 
is in this state, or the base of operations or place from which such service is 
directed or controlled is not in any state in which some part of the service is 
performed, but the employee’s residence is in this state; 


“c. Service shall be deemed to be localized within a state if the 
service is performed entirely within such state, or the service is performed 
both within and without such state, but the service performed without such 
state is incidental to the employee’s service within the state; for example, 
service which is temporary or transitory in nature or consists of isolated 
transactions; 


“d. The service shall be deemed to be localized in this state wher- 
ever such service is performed within the United States, as defined in para- 
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graph e of subdivision (5) of subsection (a) of this section, if such service is 
not covered under the unemployment compensation law of any other state, 
as defined in Section 25-4-14, and the place from which such service is 
directed or controlled is in this state. 


“(9) Services not covered under subdivision (8) of this subsection 
(a) and performed entirely without the state, with respect to no part of which 
contributions are required and paid under an unemployment compensation 
law of any other state or of the federal government, shall be deemed to be 
employment subject to this chapter if the employee performing such service 
is a resident of this state and the director approves the election of the em- 
ploying unit for whom such services are performed. The entire service of 
such employee shall be deemed to be “employment” subject to this chapter. 


“(10) The term “employment” includes a person’s entire services if 
such service is deemed performed in this state by virtue of reciprocal agree- 
ments pursuant to the provisions of Section 25-4-120 and does not include 
any service which by virtue of such agreement is deemed performed in an- 
other state. 


“(b) The term “employment” shall not include: 


“(1) Except as provided in paragraph a of subdivision (4) of sub- 
section (a) of this section, service performed by an individual in agricul- 
tural labor. For purposes of this chapter, the term “agricultural labor” 
means any service performed prior to January 1, 1978, which was agricul- 
tural labor as defined in this section prior to such date, and remunerated 
service performed after December 31, 1977, if such service was performed: 


“a. Ona farm, in the employ of any employing unit, in connection 
with cultivating the soil, or in connection with raising or harvesting any 
agricultural or horticultural commodity, including the raising, shearing, feed- 
ing, caring for, training and management of livestock, bees, poultry and 
fur-bearing animals and wildlife. 


“b. In the employ of the owner or tenant or other operator of a 
farm, in connection with the operation, management, conservation, improve- 
ment or maintenance of such farm and its tools and equipment, or in salvag- 
ing timber or clearing land of brush and other debris left by a hurricane, if 
the major part of such service is performed on a farm. 


“c. In connection with the production or harvesting of any com- 
modity defined as an agricultural commodity in Section 15(g) of the Agri- 
cultural Marketing Act, as amended (46 Stat. 1550, Sec. 3; 12 U.S.C. 1141)), 
or in connection with the ginning of cotton, or in connection with the opera- 
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tion or maintenance of ditches, canals, reservoirs, or waterways, not owned 
or operated for profit, used exclusively for supplying and storing water for 
farming purposes. 


“d. Inthe employ of the operator of a farm, a group of operators of 
farms (or a cooperative organization of which such operators are members) 
in handling, planting, drying, packing, packaging, processing, freezing, grad- 
ing, storing, or delivering to storage or to market or to a carrier for trans- 
portation to market, in its unmanufactured state, any agricultural or horti- 
cultural commodities, but only if such operator or group of operators (or a 
cooperative organization of which such operators are members) produced 
more than one half of the commodity with respect to which service is per- 
formed; provided, however, the provisions of this paragraph shall not be 
deemed to be applicable with respect to service performed in connection 
with commercial canning or commercial freezing or in connection with any 
agricultural or horticultural commodity after its delivery to a terminal mar- 
ket for distribution for consumption. 


“e. Ona farm operated for profit if such service is not in the course 
of the employer’s trade or business. 


“As used in this subdivision, the term “farm” includes stock, dairy, 
poultry, fruit, fur-bearing animal and truck farms, plantations, ranches, 
nurseries, ranges, greenhouses, or other similar structures used primarily 
for the raising of agricultural or horticultural commodities, and orchards. 


“(2) Prior to January 1, 1978, domestic services in a private home, 
local college club, or local chapter of a college fraternity or sorority and 
after December 31, 1977, if the provisions of paragraph b of subdivision 
(4) of subsection (a) of this section are not met. 


“(3) Casual labor not in the usual course of the employer’s trade or 
business performed after December 31, 1971, in any calendar quarter by an 
individual, unless the cash remuneration paid for such service is $50.00 or 
more and such service is performed by an individual who is regularly em- 
ployed by such employing unit to perform such service.

imposed by Section 3301 of the Federal Internal Revenue Code. 


“(7) Service performed in the employ of the United States govern- 
ment or of any instrumentality wholly owned by the United States, except 
that if the Congress of the United States shall permit states to require any 
instrumentalities of the United States to make payments into an unemploy- 
ment fund under this chapter, then to the extent permitted by Congress and 
from and after the date as of which such permission becomes effective, all 
of the provisions of this chapter shall be applicable to such instrumentali- 
ties and to services performed by employees for such instrumentalities in 
the same manner, to the same extent, and on the same terms as to all other 
employers and employing units; provided, however, if this state should not 
be certified by the Secretary of Labor under Section 3304(c) of the Federal 
Internal Revenue Code for any year, then the payment required of such 
instrumentality with respect to such year shall be deemed to have been erro- 
neously collected within the meaning of Article 3 of this chapter and shall 
be refunded by the director from the fund in accordance with the provisions 
of Section 25-4-137. 


“(8) Except to the extent set forth in subdivision (3) of subsection 
(a) of this section, service performed in the employ of a corporation, com- 
munity chest, fund or foundation organized and operated exclusively for 
religious, charitable, scientific, literary or educational purposes, or for the 
prevention of cruelty to children or animals, no part of the net earnings of 
which inures to the benefit of any private shareholder or individual, and no 
substantial part of the activities of which is carrying on propaganda, or 
otherwise attempting to influence legislation.

The term “American vessel” means 
any vessel documented or numbered under the law of the United States, and 
includes any vessel which is neither documented nor numbered under the 
laws of the United States nor documented under the laws of any foreign 
country, if its crew is employed solely by one or more citizens or residents 
of the United States or corporations organized under the laws of the United 
States or of any state.

To amend Sections 11-47-210 to 11-47-219, inclusive, 
Code of Alabama 1975, which empower municipalities to acquire and man- 
age public parks, playgrounds, and other recreational or athletic facilities 
and which provide for the formation of authorities to act on behalf of the 
municipalities in exercising the powers; to provide further for definitions 
for particular terms relating to certain public corporations and for the types 
of properties and facilities that are subject to being acquired and managed 
pursuant to Article 9 of Chapter 47 of Title 11 of the Code of Alabama 
1975; to grant to any county the powers granted to municipalities by the 
article; to provide with more specificity for the procedure to be followed in 
organizing an authority pursuant to the article; to modify the article re- 
specting the composition of the governing body of the authority and to fur- 
ther define and expand the powers to be enjoyed by the authority; to em- 
power the authority to borrow money for its various corporate purposes 
and in evidence thereof to issue its notes, bonds, and other obligations pay- 
able solely out of the revenues, receipts, income, funds, or other sources 
specified in the proceedings under which the bonds, notes, or other obliga- 
tions are issued; to authorize the authority to pledge its revenues and mort- 
gage or assign its assets as security for its notes, bonds, or other obliga- 
tions; to provide for the issuance of refunding bonds, notes, or other obliga- 
tions by an authority for the purpose of refunding bonds, notes, or other 
obligations theretofore issued or assumed by it; to provide a method for 
giving constructive notice of any mortgage, security interest, assignment, 
or pledge created or made by the authority; to provide that the notes, bonds, 
and other obligations of the authority shall constitute negotiable instruments;

be used for the investment of trusts and other fiduciary funds; to exempt 
from all taxation in the state the property, corporate activities, revenues, 
and income of the authority, the transactions or actions to which the author- 
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ity is a party or in which it may be involved, and the notes, bonds, and all 
other obligations of the authority and the interest on the notes, bonds, and 
obligations; to exempt the authority from all laws of the state governing 
usury or prescribing or limiting interest rates; to provide that any county, 
municipality, or other political subdivision, agency, or instrumentality of 
the state or any county or municipality may aid and cooperate with the 
authority, lend or donate money or perform services for the benefit thereof 
and, without the necessity of an election, donate, sell, convey, transfer, lease, 
or grant thereto any property of any kind; to authorize any county or mu- 
nicipality to enter into contracts providing for periodic monetary payments 
by the county or municipality to the authority, or for its benefit, to serve as 
a source of payment for notes, bonds, or other obligations of the authority; 
to specify the extent to which such a contract shall constitute or result in a 
debt of the county or municipality for purposes of any applicable limitation 
on indebtedness imposed by the constitution or other laws of the state; to 
provide that the authority shall be a not-for-profit corporation; to provide 
that such an authority may, in its discretion, publish a notice of the adoption 
of a resolution authorizing the issuance of bonds, notes, or other obliga- 
tions by the authority, and to provide that any action or proceeding ques- 
tioning the validity of the bonds, notes, or other obligations, or instruments 
securing the same, shall be commenced within 30 days after the first publi-

Section 1. Section 12-15-1 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 


“§12-15-1. 

“When used in this chapter, the following words and phrases shall 
have the following meanings, respectively, unless the context clearly indi- 
cates otherwise: 


“(1) ADULT. An individual 19 years of age or older. 


“(2) AFTERCARE. Such conditions and supervision as the court 
orders after release of legal custody. 


“(3) CHILD. An individual under the age of 18, or under 19 years 
of age and before the juvenile court for a matter arising before that 
individual’s 18th birthday. 

“(4) CHILD IN NEED OF SUPERVISION. A child who: 


“a. Being subject to compulsory school attendance, is habitually 
truant from school; or 


“b. Disobeys the reasonable and lawful demands of the child’s 
parents, guardian, or other custodian and is beyond their control; or 


“c. Has committed an offense established by law but not classified 
as criminal or one applicable only to children; and 


“d. In any of the foregoing, is in need of care or rehabilitation. 
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“(5) COMMIT. Transfer legal and physical custody. 


“(6) CONSENT DECREE. An order, entered after the filing of a 
delinquency petition and before the entry of an adjudication order, suspend- 
ing the proceedings and continuing the case of the child under supervision 
in the child’s own home, under terms and conditions agreed to by all parties 
concerned. 


“(7) COURT or JUVENILE COURT. The juvenile division of the 
district court or the juvenile division of the circuit court as established by 
this chapter. 


“(8) DELINQUENT ACT. An act committed by a child that is 
designated a violation, misdemeanor, or felony offense under the law of this 
state or of another state if the act occurred in another state or under federal 
law or a violation of a municipal ordinance except violations of municipal 
curfew ordinances. Provided, that the term shall not include traffic offenses 
committed by one 16 years of age or older, other than those charged pursu- 
ant to Section 32-5A-191 or a municipal ordinance prohibiting the same 
conduct. Provided, further, the term shall not include any criminal act, 
offense, or violation committed by a child who has previously been trans- 
ferred for criminal prosecution pursuant to Section 12-15-34 and convicted 
or adjudicated a youthful offender on the criminal charge. 


“(9) DELINQUENT CHILD. A child who has committed a delin- 
quent act and is in need of care or rehabilitation. 


“(10) DEPENDENT CHILD. A child: 


“a. Who, for any reason is destitute, homeless, or dependent on the 
public for support; or 


“b. Who is without a parent or guardian able to provide for the 
child’s support, training, or education; or 


“c. Whose custody is the subject of controversy; or 


“d. Whose home, by reason of neglect, cruelty, or depravity on the 
part of the parent, parents, guardian, or other person in whose care the child 
may be, is an unfit and improper place for the child; or 


“e. Whose parent, parents, guardian, or other custodian neglects 
or refuses, when able to do so or when such service is offered without charge, 
to provide or allow medical, surgical, or other care necessary for the child’s 
health or well-being; or 
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“f. Who is in such a condition or surroundings or is under steh 
improper or insufficient guardianship or control as to endanger the morals, 
health, or general welfare of the child; or 


“g. Who has no proper parental care or guardianship; or 


“h. Whose parent, parents, guardian, or custodian fails, refuses, or 
neglects to send the child to school in accordance with the terms of the 
compulsory school attendance laws of this state; or 


“i. Who has been abandoned by the child’s parents, guardian, or 
other custodian; or 


“j. Who is physically, mentally, or emotionally abused by the child’s 
parents, guardian, or other custodian or who is without proper parental 
care and control necessary for the child’s well-being because of the faults or 
habits of the child’s parents, guardian, or other custodian or their neglect or 
refusal, when able to do so, to provide them; or 


“k. Whose parents, guardian, or other custodian are unable to dis- 
charge their responsibilities to and for the child; or 


“1. Who has been placed for care or adoption in violation of the 
law; or 


“m. Who for any other cause is in need of the care and protection 
of the state; and 


“n. In any of the foregoing, is in need of care or supervision. 


“(11) DETENTION CARE. The temporary care of delinquent 
children or children alleged to be delinquent in secure custody pending court 
disposition or transfer to a residential facility or further care of a child 
adjudicated a delinquent. 


“(12) GUARDIAN AD LITEM. A licensed lawyer appointed by a 
court to defend or represent a child in any action to which such child may be 
a party. 


“(13) INTAKE OFFICE. The office in the probation service or 
designee of the judge with the duty of primary contact with the law enforce- 
ment agency and complainants of children coming under the jurisdiction of 
the court. 


“(14) JUDGE. Judge of the juvenile court as prescribed by this 
chapter. 
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“(15) LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICER. Any person, however 
denominated, who is authorized by law to exercise the police powers of the 
state or local governments. 


“(16) LEGAL CUSTODIAN. A person, agency, or department, 
other than a parent or legal guardian, to whom legal custody of the child has 
been given by court order or who is acting in loco parentis. 


“(17) LEGAL CUSTODY. A legal status created by court order 
which vests in a custodian the right to have physical custody of the child 
and to determine where and with whom the child shall live within the state 
and the right and duty to protect, train, and discipline the child and to pro- 
vide the child with food, shelter, clothing, education, and ordinary medical 
care, all subject to the powers, rights, duties, and responsibilities of the 
guardian of the person of the child and subject to any residual parental 
rights and responsibilities. An individual granted legal custody shall exer- 
cise the rights and responsibilities personally unless otherwise authorized 
by the juvenile court. 


“(18) MINOR. An individual who is under the age of 19 years and 
who is not a “child” within the meaning of this chapter. 


“(19) MULTIPLE NEEDS CHILD. A child coming to the atten- 
tion of the court or one of the entities listed herein who is at imminent risk of 
out-of-home placement or a placement in a more restrictive environment, as 
a result of the conditions of emotional disturbance, behavior disorder, men- 
tal retardation, mental illness, dependency, chemical dependency, educa- 
tional deficit, lack of supervision, delinquency, or physical illness or dis- 
ability, or any combination thereof, and whose needs require the services of 
two or more of the following entities: Department of Youth Services, pub- 
lic school system (services for exceptional needs), Department of Human 
Resources, Department of Public Health, juvenile court probation services, 
or Department of Mental Health and Mental Retardation. 


“(20) PROBATION. The legal status created by court order fol- 
lowing an adjudication of delinquency or in need of supervision whereby a 
child is permitted to remain in a community subject to supervision and re- 
turn.to court for violation of probation at any time during the period of 
probation. 


“(21) PROTECTIVE SUPERVISION. A legal status created by 
court order following an adjudication of dependency whereby a child is 
permitted to remain in the child’s home subject to supervision and to return 
to the court for violation of protective supervision at any time during the 
period of protective supervision. 
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(22) RESIDENTIAL FACILITY. A dwelling, other than a deten- 
tion or shelter care facility, providing living accommodations, care, treat- 
ment, and maintenance for children, including institutions, foster family 
homes, group homes, half-way houses, and forestry camps, and, where not 
operated by a public agency, licensed, or approved to provide such care. 


(23) RESIDUAL PARENTAL RIGHTS AND RESPONSIBILI- 
TIES. Those rights and responsibilities remaining with the parent after the 
transfer of legal custody or guardianship of the person, including, but not 
necessarily limited to, the right of visitation, the right to consent to adop- 
tion, the right to determine religious affiliation, and the responsibility for 
support. 


(24) SHELTER CARE. The temporary care of children in group 
homes, foster care, or other nonpenal facilities.” 


Section 2. Section 12-15-58 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 


“§12-15-58. 


“(a) A person taking a child into custody shall, with all possible 
speed, and in accordance with the-provtstons-of this chapter and the rules of 
court pursuant thereto: 


“(1) Release the child to streh the child’s parents, guardian, custo- 
dian or other suitable person able and willing to provide supervision and 
care for streh the child and issue oral counsel and warning as may be appro- 
priate+. 


“(2) Release the child to the child’s parents, guardian or custodian 
upon their promise to bring the child before the court when requested, un- 
less the child’s placement in detention or shelter care appears requireds. 


“(3) Bring the child, if not released, to the intake office of proba- 
tion services or deliver the child to a place of detention or shelter care des- 
ignated by the court and, in the most expeditious manner possible, give 
notice of the action taken, together with a statement of the reasons for tak- 
ing the child into custody, in writing to the intake office, to the court and to 
the parent, guardian or other custodian of the child and, in the case of de- 
pendency, to the Department of Human Resources, except in the case of a 


juvenile being taken into custody for a violation of a municipal curfew ordi- 
nance. In curfew violation cases, if the child is not released, the child may 
be taken to a facility which has been previously approved by the court as a 
curfew detention facility. A child taken to a curfew detention facility shall 
be released within eight hours. 
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“(b) Whenever a child, taken into custody pursuant to the-provi- 
stons-of this chapter, is brought to a shelter or other care facility established 
or approved by the Department of Human Resources or the Department of 
Youth Services or to the intake office, the person in charge of steh the 
intake office or the representative of the Department of Human Resources, 
prior to admitting the child for care, shall review the need for detention or 
shelter care and shall release the child unless detention or shelter care is 
required under Section 12-15-59 or has been ordered:by the court. 


“(c) A person taking a child into custody pursuant to 
of subdivisions (1) and (7) of Section 12-15-56 shall bring the child to the 
place of detention or shelter care or to the intake office which shall there- 
upon proceed in accordance with the-provrstons-of this chapter. 


“(d) A person taking a child into custody pursuant to subdivision 
(4) of Section 12-15-56 shall bring the child to a medical or mental health 
facility designated by the court if the child is believed to be suffering from 
a Serious mental health condition, illness, or injury which requires either 
prompt treatment or prompt diagnosis for the child’s welfare or for 
evidentiary purposes, and, in the most expeditious manner possible, give 
notice of the action taken together with a statement of taking the child into 
custody in writing to the court, the parents, guardian or other custodian and 
to the intake office and to the Department of Human Resources in the case 
of a dependency allegation.” 


Section 3. This act is applicable to municipal curfew violations 
occurring after its effective date and municipal curfew violations occurring 
on or before this act’s effective date shall be governed by preexisting law. 


Section 4. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

A BILL

AN ACT 


To provide for the operation and use of coin-operated games or 
devices designed and manufactured for bona fide amusement purposes and 
provide penalties for violations. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. (a) Sections 13A-12-70 to 13A-12-75, inclusive, Code 
of Alabama 1975, shall not apply to a coin-operated game or device de- 
signed and manufactured for bona fide amusement purposes which, by ap- 
plication of some skill, only entitles the player to replay the game or device 
at no additional cost if a single play of the bona fide coin-operated amuse- 
ment machine or device can reach no more than 25 free replays or can be 
discharged of accumulated free replay, or rewards the player exclusively 
with merchandise limited to noncash merchandise, prizes, toys, gift certifi- 
cates, or novelties, each of which has a wholesale value of not more than 
five dollars ($5). This subsection shall not apply to any game or device 
classified by the United States government as requiring a federal gaming 
tax stamp under applicable provisions of the Internal Revenue Code. 


(b) Any person who gives to any other person money or anything of 
value for free replays on coin-operated devices described in subsection (a) 
of this section shall be guilty of a Class A misdemeanor. 


(c) Sections 13A-12-70 to 13A-12-75, inclusive, Code of Alabama 
1975, shall not apply to a crane game machine or device which meets the 
following requirements: 
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(1) The crane machine or device is designed and manufactured only 
for bona fide amusement purposes and involves at least some skill in its 
operation. 


(2) For a single play of the crane machine or device, the winning 
player is rewarded exclusively with merchandise contained within the ma- 
chine itself and the merchandise is limited to noncash merchandise, prizes, 
toys, gift certificates, or novelties, each of which has a wholesale value not 
exceeding five dollars ($5). 


(3) The player of the crane machine or device is able to control the 
timing of the use of the claw or grasping device to attempt to pick up or 
grasp a prize, toy, or novelty. 


(4) The player of the crane machine or device is made aware of the 
total time which the crane machine or device allows during a game for the 
player to maneuver the claw or grasping device into a position to attempt to 
pick up or grasp a prize, toy, or novelty. 


(5) The claw or grasping device is not of a size, design, or shape 
that prohibits picking up or grasping a prize, toy, or novelty contained within 
the crane machine or device. 


(6) The crane machine or device is not classified by the United 
States government as requiring a federal gaming stamp under the Internal 
Revenue Code. 


(d) A player of a bona fide coin-operated amusement machine may 
accumulate winnings for the successful play of a bona fide coin-operated 
amusement machine through either tokens or tickets, and may redeem these 
tokens or tickets for merchandise so long as the amount of tokens or tickets 
earned on a single play does not exceed five dollars ($5) per unit. 


(e)(1) For purposes of this act, “bona fide coin-operated amuse- 
ment machine” means every machine of any kind or character used by the 
public to provide amusement or entertainment whose operation requires the 
payment of or the insertion of a coin, bill, other money, token, ticket, or 
similar object, and the result of whose operation depends in whole or in part 
upon the skill of the player, whether or not it affords an award to a success- 
ful player, and which can be legally shipped interstate according to federal 
law. Examples of bona fide coin-operated amusement machines include, 
but are not limited to, the following: 


a. Pinball machines. 


b. Console machines. 
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c. Video games. 

d. Crane machines. 

e. Claw machines. 

f. Pusher machines. 

g. Bowling machines. 

h. Novelty arcade games. 

i. Foosball or table soccer machines. 

j. Miniature racetrack or football machines. 
k. Target or shooting gallery machines. 

l. Basketball machines. 

m. Shuffleboard games. 

n. Kiddie ride games. 

o. Skeeball machines. 

q. Air hockey machines. 

r. Roll down machines. 

s. Coin-operated pool table or coin-operated billiard table. 


t. Any other similar amusement machine which can be legally op- 
erated in Alabama. 


u. Every machine of any kind or character used by the public to 
provide music whose operation requires the payment of or the insertion of a 
coin, bill, other money, token, ticket, or similar object, such as jukeboxes or 
other similar types of music machines. 


(2) The term “bona fide coin-operated amusement machine” does 
not include the following: 


a. Coin-operated washing machines or dryers. 


b. Vending machines which for payment of money dispense prod- 
ucts or services. 
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c. Gas and electric meters. 

d. Pay telephones. 

e. Cigarette vending machines. 

f. Coin-operated scales. 

g. Coin-operated gumball machines. 
h. Coin-operated parking meters. 


i. Coin-operated television sets which provide cable or network 
programming. 


j. Machines which are not legally permitted to be operated in Ala- 
bama. 


k. Slot machines. 
1. Video poker games. 


(f) Any person owning or possessing an amusement game or device 
described in subdivision (1) of subsection (e) or any person employed by or 
acting on behalf of another person who gives to another person money for 
noncash merchandise, prizes, toys, gift certificates, or novelties received as 
a reward in playing an amusement game or device shall be guilty of a Class 
A misdemeanor. 


Section 2. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
repealed. 


Section 3. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of 
this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 4. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

A 
second conviction for violation of a protection order, restraining order or 
injunctive order issued to bring about a cessation of the abuse of a person 
shall, in addition to any other penalty or fine, be punishable by a minimum 
of 48 hours continuous imprisonment which may not be suspended. A third 
or subsequent conviction shall, in addition to any other penalty or fine, be 
punishable by a minimum sentence of 30 days imprisonment which may not 
be suspended.”

Section 1. (a) Any natural person licensed in this state as an insur- 
ance agent, service representative, or broker for the lines of insurance listed 
in subsection (b), and not exempt under subsection (c), shall satisfactorily 
complete a minimum of 12 classroom hours per year of courses, programs 
of instruction, or seminars as may be approved by the Commissioner of 
Insurance pursuant to this act. No person holding licenses for more than 
one line or type of insurance shall be required to complete a greater number 
of classroom hours than is required of a person holding a license for a single 
line or type of insurance. 


(b) This act shall apply to all natural persons licensed in this state 
as insurance agents, service representatives, or brokers for the following 
kinds of insurance:

(2) All lines of property and casualty insurance except the limited 
lines of automobile physical damage insurance, industrial fire (commonly 
known as debit fire) insurance, and physical damage coverage on house- 


hold goods. 


(3) All other lines of insurance for which an examination is re- 
quired for licensing. 


(4) Any combination thereof. 
(c) This act shall not apply to: 


(1) Any person exempt from licensing pursuant to subsection (b) of 
Section 27-3-27, Code of Alabama 1975. 


(2) Any person licensed only for any kind or kinds of insurance for 
which an examination is not required by law of this state. 
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(3) Any person licensed only for automobile physical damage in- 
surance, industrial fire (commonly known as debit fire) insurance, or physi- 
cal damage coverage on household goods, or any combination thereof. 


(4) All agents, service representatives, and brokers licensed in this 
state for 15 years and at least 65 years of age or older. 


(5) Any person who holds a designation as a Chartered Property 
and Casualty Underwriter, Certified Insurance Counselor, Chartered Life 
Underwriter, Chartered Financial Consultant, Certified Financial Planner, 
Registered Health Underwriter, Registered Employee Benefits Consultant, 
or Associate Risk Manager.

(d) Up to 12 hours of excess classroom hours completed during 
any one-year period may be carried forward to the next year. 


(e) In lieu of the 12 hours required in subsection (a), any agent or 
service representative employed by another agent or by an insurer to work 
only in the office of the employer and who is not licensed as a nonresident in 
any other state shall satisfactorily complete a minimum of 6 classroom hours 
per year. 


Section 2. (a) Any person failing to meet the requirements imposed 
by this act, and who has not been granted an extension of time pursuant to 
this act, or who has submitted to the Commissioner of Insurance a false or 
fraudulent certificate of compliance shall, after a hearing thereon which 
hearing may be waived by the person, be subjected to the suspension of all 
licenses issued for any kind or kinds of insurance, and no further license 
shall be issued to the person for any kind or kinds of insurance until the 
person shall have demonstrated to the satisfaction of the commissioner that 
he or she has complied with all of the requirements of the act and all other 
laws applicable thereto, 


(b) There shall be an automatic three-month extension for comply- 
ing with the continuing education requirement under this act for three months 
following its enactment. Thereafter, the commissioner may grant a three- 
month extension for complying with the continuing education requirement 
under this act. To receive an extension which is not automatic under this 
subsection, a licensee shall file a request with the commissioner on a form 
provided by the commissioner. After a licensee files a request for an exten- 
sion, the license of the licensee remains in effect until the commissioner 
makes a decision on the request. If the commissioner denies a licensee’s

The courses or programs subject to this act shall include 
any course, seminar, industry recognized certification program, and out-of- 
state reciprocal program, program of classroom instruction, or independent 
self-study course authorized, developed, or sanctioned by an authorized 
insurer or recognized statewide association of insurance agents or brokers 
and shall, subject to the approval of the Commissioner of Insurance, qualify 
for the equivalency of the number of classroom hours assigned thereto by 
the commissioner. Any independent self-study course authorized, devel- 
oped, or sanctioned by any authorized insurers or recognized state agents 
association, which includes an appropriate testing instrument administered 
by a third party proctor requiring a passing grade of 70 percent to success- 
fully complete and is approved by the commissioner, shall qualify for the 
equivalency of the number of classroom hours assigned thereto by the com- 
missioner. Programs or courses shall be directly related to the agents insur- 
ance product and contribute to the technical competence of the agent. All 
courses, course providers, and certifications, pursuant to this act, are sub- 
ject to audit by the department at any time. Course or course providers may 
be disqualified at the discretion of the commissioner. The Department of 
Insurance shall administer this program through its employees, except as 
otherwise specifically provided in this act. The commissioner may contract 
for computer services and equipment necessary to establish an in-house 
computer system to administer the provisions of this act. 


Section 4. The commissioner shall appoint an advisory committee 
to advise him or her on continuing education and other insurance matters to 
consist of the following members: one representative of a statewide asso- 
ciation of life and health insurance agents, one representative of a statewide 
association of property and casualty insurance agents, one representative 
of an association of Alabama-based life insurance companies, one repre- 
sentative of a property and casualty insurance company, one representative 
of a statewide association representing health insurance agents, one mem- 
ber of the Alabama Senate and one member of the Alabama House of Rep- 
resentatives. Members of this committee shall be appointed for terms con- 
current with the term of office of the Governor of the State of Alabama and 
shall be entitled to a per diem allowance equal to the per diem allowance 
paid to state employees in the amount current at the time of the meeting. 
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Section 5. A person teaching any approved course of instruction or 
lecturing at any approved seminar shall qualify for the same number of 
classroom hours as would be granted to a person taking and successfully 
completing such course, seminar, or program. 


Section 6. The department’s application for a license renewal form 
shall include a question asking if the agent has met the state’s continuing 
education requirements as set forth in this act, and by signing the applica- 
tion, he or she certifies the answer of yes or no as being a correct statement. 
Such certification statement may be answered either by the agent, the em- 
ployer of the agent, or any insurer with which the agent is licensed. In 
answering the certification statement, the employer or insurer shall be en- 
titled to rely on and act upon the oral or written statement of the agent 
regarding whether the agent has met the state’s continuing education re- 
quirements, what courses, programs, or seminars of instruction were taken 
and the number of hours involved. Neither the employer nor the insurer 
shall be responsible or liable in any way for the failure of any agent to meet 
the requirements or to maintain the necessary records. No employer or 
insurer shall be required to investigate or inquire whether the agent has met 
the requirements specified herein prior to the agent becoming licensed as an 
agent for the employer or insurer. The responsibility for complying with 
the requirements of this act shall rest solely on the agent. 


Section 7. Every person subject to this act, or the employer of the 
person, and every authorized provider of continuing education courses and 
programs shall furnish upon request, in a form satisfactory to the Commis- 
sioner of Insurance, written certification as to the courses, programs, or 
seminars of instruction taken and successfully completed by the person to 
meet the requirements of this act. 


Section 8. Any person who files a false statement under this act, 
with knowledge of the falsity of the statement, is guilty of deceit. The 
Commissioner of Insurance may, after notice and hearing, revoke any li- 
cense issued by the commissioner to a person found guilty of deceit under 
this section. 


Section 9. (a) The Commissioner of Insurance shall collect the 
following fees in the administration and enforcement of this act: 


(1) Application fees paid in connection with the annual application 
for license pursuant to subdivisions (5) and (9) of subsection (a) of Section 
27-4-2, Code of Alabama 1975.

(b) The fees specified in subsection (a) of this section shall be de- 
posited in the State Treasury to the credit of a fund to be known as the 
“Insurance Agents and Brokers Continuing Education Fund.” The expenses 
of the Continuing Education Unit of the Agents’ Licensing Division of the 
Department of Insurance shall be paid from that fund and the amount nec- 
essary to make the payments is continuously appropriated from the fund for 
the operation of the unit and to implement this act. 


Section 10. There is hereby created in the State Treasury a fund 
designated as the “Insurance Agents and Brokers Continuing Education 
Fund” to be used for the operation of the Continuing Education Unit of the 
Agents Licensing Division of the Department of Insurance and for other 
related regulatory purposes. Receipts deposited into this fund shall be dis- 
bursed only by warrants of the State Comptroller drawn upon the State 
Treasury on itemized vouchers approved by the Commissioner of Insur- 
ance. No funds shall be withdrawn or expended except as budgeted and 
allotted according to Sections 41-4-80 to 41-4-96, inclusive, and 41-19-1 
to 41-19-12, inclusive, Code of Alabama 1975, and only in amounts as 
stipulated in the general appropriations act, other appropriation acts, or 
this act. At the end of the first fiscal year after the effective date of this act, 
any unencumbered and unexpended balance in the fund shall not revert to 
the General Fund of the State Treasury under Section 41-4-93, Code of 
Alabama 1975, but shall carry over to the next fiscal year. Thereafter, at 
the end of each fiscal year, any unencumbered and unexpended balance of 
up to 25 percent of the amount appropriated for that fiscal year shall not 
revert to the General Fund of the State Treasury under Section 41-4-93, 
Code of Alabama 1975, but shall carry over to the next fiscal year. 


Section 11. (a) Any fees paid by a course provider prior to the 
effective date of this act for qualification to become a course provider shall 
be applied as credits against future fees due to the Department of Insurance 
for qualification to become a course provider under this act. 
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(b) Agents, service representatives, and brokers who have, within 
one year prior to the effective date of this act, completed continuing educa- 
tion courses approved by the commissioner and which have not been ap- 
plied for continuing education requirements in a state other than Alabama, 
shall receive appropriate credit toward future continuing education require- 
ments after the effective date of this act.

SJR 65. URGING SCHOOL OFFICIALS TO CONDUCT 
STUDENT LOCKER SEARCHES AND USE DRUG DOGS, METAL 
DETECTORS, AND UNIFORMED POLICE OFFICERS IN SCHOOLS 
WHEN THE LOCAL BOARD OF EDUCATION DETERMINES SUCH 
ACTION TO BE NECESSARY, JUSTIFIED, AND APPROPRIATE. 


WHEREAS, the Legislature finds a compelling public interest in 
ensuring that schools are made safe and drug-free for all students and school 
employees; and 


WHEREAS, each local board of education is required to ensure a 
safe school environment free of illegal drugs, alcohol, or weapons and to 
notify the appropriate law enforcement officials when any person violates 
local board of education policies concerning drugs, alcohol, weapons, physi- 
cal harm to a person, or threatened physical harm to a person; and 


WHEREAS, school officials have the authority to consent to 
searches of students without necessarily infringing upon the rights of the 
student as long as the consent is based upon reasonable cause and is given 
with the purpose of promoting an environment in the school consistent with 
the educational process and the policies of the local board of education; and 


WHEREAS, student locker searches and random drug dog sniff 
searches have been upheld by the courts if reasonable under all of the cir- 
cumstances and conducted as an administrative search without criminal 
penalties, and the use of metal detectors and uniformed police officers in the 
schools is a reasonable means to discourage the presence of weapons and

A BILL

AN ACT 


To allow the criminal court to sentence persons over the age of 13 
and under the age of 16 as both a juvenile and an adult; to provide the 
procedure for the sentencing and review of the sentence. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. (a) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, any 
person who is over the age of 13 years and under the age of 16 at the time of 
the conduct charged and who is charged with the commission of any act or 
conduct, which if committed by an adult would constitute any of the follow- 
ing, shall not be subject to the jurisdiction of juvenile court but shall be 
charged, arrested, and tried as an adult: 


(1) A capital offense. 
(2) A Class A felony. 


(3) A felony which has as an element thereof the use of a firearm. 
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(4) A felony which has as an element thereof the causing of death 
or serious physical injury. 


(5) A felony which has as an element thereof the use of a dangerous 
instrument against any person who is: 


a. A law enforcement officer or official. 

b. A correctional officer or official. 

c. A parole or probation officer or official. 

d. A juvenile court probation officer or official. 

e. A district attorney or other prosecuting officer or official. 
f. A judge or judicial official. 

g. A court officer or official. 


h. A person who is a grand juror, juror, or witness in any legal 
proceeding of whatever nature when the offense stems from, is caused by, 
or is related to the role of such person as a juror, grand juror, or witness. 


i. A teacher, principal, or employee of the public education system 
of Alabama. 


(6) Trafficking in drugs in violation of Section 13A-12-231. 


(b) The criminal courts may, when a person is under the age of 16 
and is convicted or enters a plea of guilty to an offense enumerated in sub- 
section (a) impose a juvenile disposition pursuant to Section 12-16-71 of 
the Code of Alabama 1975, and simultaneously impose an adult criminal 
sentence, which shall be suspended. The successful completion of the juve- 
nile disposition ordered shall be a condition of the suspended adult criminal 
sentence. 


(c) If there is probable cause to believe that the offender has vio- 
lated a condition of the suspended adult sentence or committed a new of- 
fense, the court shall conduct a hearing on the violation charged, unless the 
offender waives the hearing. If the violation is established and found, the 
court may continue or revoke the juvenile disposition, impose the adult crimi- 
nal sentence, or enter any other order. 


(d) If an offender has received a suspended sentence pursuant to 
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this section and the Department of Youth Services determines the child is 
beyond the scope of its treatment programs, the department may petition 
the criminal court for transfer of custody of the offender. The court shall 
hold a hearing and shall order one of the following: 


(1) Revoke the suspension and impose the adult sentence. 
(2) Direct that the offender be placed on probation. 
(3) Continue the juvenile disposition. 


(e) The court shall, when an offender completes the juvenile por- 
tion of his or her sentence holds a hearing and orders one of the following: 


(1) Revoke the suspension and impose the adult sentence. If the 
suspension of the adult criminal sentence is revoked, all time served by the 
offender under the juvenile disposition shall be credited toward the adult 
criminal sentence imposed. 


(2) Direct that the offender be placed on probation. 


(3) Continue the juvenile disposition if the person is under the age 
of 18. 


Section 2. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of 
this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 3. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
repealed. 


Section 4. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

“(3) Transfer legal custody to any of the following: 


“a. The Department of Youth Services, with or without a commit- 
ment order to a specific institutions. 


“b. In the case of a child in need of supervision, the Department of 
Youth Services, or the Department of Human Resources:, 


“c. A local, public, or private agency, organization, or facility 
willing and able to assume the education, care, and maintenance of the child 
and which is licensed or otherwise authorized by law to receive and provide 
care for childrens. 


“d. A relative or other individual who, after study by the probation 
services, is found by the court to be qualified to receive and care for the 
childs, 


“(4) Make any other order as the court in its discretion shall deem 
to be for the welfare and best interests of the child, including random drug 
screens, assessment of fines not to exceed $258 two hundred fifty dollars 
($250), and restitution against the parent, guardian, or child, as the court 
deems appropriate. Costs for court-ordered drug screening may be ordered 
paid for by the state out of moneys appropriated as “court costs not other- 
wise provided for.” Any costs for drug screening recouped by order of 
court for drug screening shall be paid to the state general fund+cr. 


“(5) Direct the parent or custodian of the child to perform such 
reasonable acts as are deemed necessary to promote the best interest of the 
child. 


“(6) In any case where a child is adjudicated delinquent for pos- 
sessing a pistol, short-barreled rifle, or short-barreled shotgun, any pistol, 
short-barreled rifle, or short-barreled shotgun possessed by that child is 
forfeited and shall be ordered to be destroyed by the court. 


“(d) No child by virtue of a disposition under this section shall be 
committed or transferred to a penal institution or other facility used for the 
execution of sentences of persons convicted of a crime. 
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“(e) No child found to be in need of supervision, unless also found 
to be delinquent, shall be committed to or placed in an institution or facility 
established for the care and rehabilitation of delinquent children unless the 
court finds upon a further hearing that the child is not amenable to treat- 
ment or rehabilitation under any prior disposition or unless the child is 
again alleged to be a child in need of supervision and the court, after hear- 
ing, so finds. 


“(f) When a delinquent child is committable to an institution or 
agency for the mentally retarded or mentally ill, the court shall proceed as 
provided in Section 12-15-70 rather than committing to an institution or 
facility for the care and rehabilitation of delinquent children. 


“(g) Whenever the court vests legal custody in an agency or 
department, it shall transmit with the order copies of the clinical reports, 
predisposition study, and other information it has pertinent to the care and 
treatment of the child. 


“(h) (1) Regardless of the nature of the petition or allegation, when 
evidence is presented to the court that a child is at imminent risk of an out- 
of-home placement or a placement in a more restrictive environment as a 
result of the conditions of emotional disturbance, behavior disorder, mental 
retardation, mental illness, dependency, chemical dependency, education 
deficits, lack of supervision, delinquency, physical illness or disability, or 
any combination thereof, and if such conditions require the services of two 
or more agencies pursuant to Section 12-15-1(19), the juvenile court shall 
refer the child to the county children’s services facilitation team for assess- 
ment and recommendations unless a current facilitation team plan is avail- 
able to the court. Within 21 days of receipt of the referral, the county 
children’s services facilitation team shall present to the court a preliminary 
plan of services addressing the needs of the child and the respective respon- 
sibilities of agencies composing this team. Upon receipt of these prelimi- 
nary recommendations, the juvenile court may adjudge the child as a “mul- 
tiple needs child” and in accordance with the county children’s services 
facilitation team plan, unless the court finds it not in the best interest of the 
child, order the use of any dispositional alternative or service available for 
dependent or delinquent children or children-in-need-of-supervision, chil- 
dren who are emotionally disturbed, mentally retarded, or mentally ill, or 
children who need specialized educational services, or children who need 
health services, or any combination thereof. The county children’s services 
facilitation team shall be responsible for developing a final service plan 
which shall be filed with the court. The member agencies shall be respon- 
sible for the implementation of any ordered service plan. The court may, on 
its Own motion, or on motion of a party, a party’s parent or guardian, or a 
member of the county or state children’s services facilitation team, set addi- 
tional hearings.

“(2) No child, unless alleged or adjudicated delinquent, may be 
placed in detention facilities established primarily for delinquents. 


“(3) The juvenile court shall determine the appropriate custodial

“f. A judge or judicial official. 


“g. A court officer or official. 
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“h. A person who is a grand juror, juror, or witness in any legal 
proceeding of whatever nature when the offense stems from, is caused by, 
or is related to the role of such person as a juror, grand juror, or witness. 


“i. A teacher, principal, or employee of the public education sys- 
tem of Alabama. 


“(6) Trafficking in drugs in violation of Section 13A-12-231, or as 
the same may be amended. 


“(b) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, any person who 
has been tried in criminal court pursuant to the provisions of this section 
shall not thereafter be subject to the jurisdiction of juvenile court for any 
subsequent offense. Provided, however, the provisions of this subsection 
shall not apply where the trial in criminal court resulted in an acquittal of 
all charges.

Senator Langford offered the following substitute for the Bill, SB

SUBSTITUTE FOR SB 244 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend Sections 13A-9-70, 13A-9-71, 13A-9-72, and 13A-9- 
76, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to charitable fraud, to provide further 
for definitions; to provide for the registration of charitable organizations 
with the Attorney General and to require a registration fee and bond for 
certain organizations and persons; to provide for the filing by charitable 
organizations of an annual written financial report and the filing of all con- 
tracts between charitable organizations and professional fund raisers or 
commercial co-venturers; to designate the Secretary of State as agent for 
service of process for nonresident charitable organizations and professional 
fund raisers; to alter the criminal penalties for charitable fraud; to eliminate 
certain absolute defenses to criminal prosecution; and to clarify the civil 
remedies available to the Attorney General, the district attorneys, or an 
affected charitable organization through injunction, mandamus, or other 
appropriate civil remedy. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Sections 13A-9-70, 13A-9-71, 13A-9-72, and 13A-9- 
76, Code of Alabama 1975, are amended to read as follows: 


“§13A-9-70. 


“The following words and phrases as used in this article shall have 
the following meanings unless a different meaning is required by the con- 
text: 


“(1) CHARITABLE ORGANIZATION. Any benevolent, philan- 
thropic, or patriotic person, or one purporting to be such, consistent with 
the then-controlling definition provided in the Internal Revenue Code of the 
United States of America, which solicits and collects funds for charitable 
purposes and includes each local, county, or area division within this state 
of sueh the charitable organization; provided such the local, county, or area 
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division has authority and discretion to disburse funds or property other- 
wise than by transfer to any parent organization. 


“€6}(2) CHARITABLE PURPOSE. Any charitable, benevolent, 
philanthropic, or patriotic purpose which is consistent with the then-con- 
trolling definition provided in the Internal Revenue Code of the United States 
of America. 


“(3) CIVIL RIGHTS ORGANIZATION. Any charitable organi- 
zation exempt from taxation pursuant to Section 501(c) of the Internal Rev- 
enue Code that is organized to protect the rights of persons against depriva- 
tion, discrimination, or denial of their right to equal protection of the laws 


under the Constitution of the United States of America because of color 


race, religion, sex, age, disability, or natural origin. 


“(4) COMMERCIAL CO-VENTURER, Any person who for profit 
or other commercial consideration, conducts, promotes, underwrites, ar- 
ranges, or sponsors a sale, performance, or event of any kind which is ad- 
vertised, and which will benefit, to any extent, a charitable or religious 
organization. However, any such person who will benefit in good will only, 
is not a commercial co-venturer if the collection and distribution of the 
proceeds of the sale, performance, or event are supervised and controlled 
by the benefiting charitable or religious organization. 


“€2(5) CONTRIBUTION. The promise or grant of any money or 
property of any kind or value, including the promise to pay, except pay- 
ments by members of an organization for membership fees, dues, fines, or 
assessments, or for services rendered to individual members, if membership 
in seh the organization confers a bona fide right, privilege, professional 
standing, honor, or other direct benefit, other than the right to vote, elect 
officers, or hold offices, and except money or property received from any 
governmental authority. Reference to the dollar amount of “contributions” 
in this article means in the case of promises to pay, or payments for mer- 
chandise or rights of any other description, the value of the total amount 
promised to be paid for steh the merchandise or rights and not merely that 
portion of the purchase price to be applied to a charitable purpose. 


“(6) EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTION. A school, college, or other 
institution which has a defined curriculum, student body, and faculty and 
which conducts classes on a regular basis. 


“IA PERSON. Any individual, organization, group, associa- 
tion, partnership, corporation, trust, or any combination of them. 


“(8) POLITICAL ORGANIZATION. A party, committee, asso- 
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ciation, fund, or other organization, whether or not incorporated, which is 
organized and operated primarily for the purpose of directly or indirectly 
accepting contributions or making expenditures, or both, for an exempt 
function pursuant to 26 U.S.C. §527. 


“€4(9) PROFESSIONAL FUND RAISER. Any person who for 
compensation or other consideration plans, conducts, manages, or carries 
on any drive or campaign in this state for the purpose of soliciting contribu- 
tions for or on behalf of any charitable organization or any other person, or 
who engages in the business of, or holds himself or herself out to persons in 
this state as independently engaged in the business of soliciting contribu- 
tions for such purposes. A bona fide officer or employee of a charitable 
organization shat is not be-deemed a professional fund raiser unless his or 
her salary or other compensation is computed on the basis of funds to be 


raised, or actually raised. This section shall not apply to persons who so- 
licit political campaign contributions on behalf of candidates for public 
office or initiatives on a ballot. 


“€5}(10) PROFESSIONAL SOLICITOR. Any person who is em- 
ployed or retained for compensation by a professional fund raiser to solicit 
contributions for charitable purposes in this state. 


“(11) RELI AN n iet ct, persua- 
sion, mission, church, parish, congregation, temple, convention, or associa- 
tion of any of the foregoing, diocese or presbytery, or other organization, 
whether or not incorporated, or any employee thereof, no part of the net 
earnings of which inures to the benefit of any private party or individual 
associated with such an organization and that otherwise qualifies as an 
exempt organization under Section 501(c)(3) of Title 26, United States Code, 
as amended.

“(a) Every charitable organization, except those granted an exemp- 
tion in subsection (f), which is physically located in this state, intends to 
solicit contributions in or from this state, or to have contributions solicited 
in this state, on its behalf, by other charitable organizations, paid solicitors, 
or commercial co-venturers in or from this state shall, prior to any solicita- 
tion, file a registration statement with the Attorney General upon a form 
prescribed by the Attorney General containing all of the following informa- 


tion: 


“(1) The name of the organization and the name or names under 
which it intends to solicit contributions. 
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“(2) The names and addresses of the officers, directors, trustees, 
and executive personnel of the organization. 


“(3) The addresses of the organization and the addresses of any 
offices in this state. If the organization does not maintain an office, the 
name and address of the person having custody of its financial records. 


“(4) The place where and the date when the organization was le- 


ally established, the form of its organization, and its tax exempt status. 


“(5) The purposes for which the organization is organized and the 
purpose or purposes for which the contributions to be solicited will be used. 


“(6) The date on which the fiscal year of the organization ends. 


“(7) Whether the organization is authorized by any governmental 
authority to solicit contributions and whether it is or has ever been enjoined 
by any court from soliciting contributions. 


“(8) The names and addresses of any professional fund raisers and 
commercial co-venturers who are acting or have agreed to act on behalf of 
the organization. 


“(b) With the initial registration only, every charitable organization 
required to be registered shall also file with the Attorney General a copy of 
the charitable organizational charter, articles of organization or incorpora- 
tion, agreement of association, instrument of trust, constitution or other 
organizational instrument and bylaws, and a statement setting forth the place 
where and the date when the organization was legally established, the form 
of this organization, and its tax exemption status attaching federal or state 
tax exemption determination letters. 


“(c) The registration form shall be signed by the president or other 


thorized officer and th ief fiscal officer of the organization. 


“(d) Every charitable organization required to register shall pay a 


fee of twenty-five dollars ($25) to the Attorney General at the time of regis- 
tration. 


“(e) The registration shall remain in effect unless it is either can- 
celled as provided in this section or withdrawn by the organization. Every 
registered organization shall notify the Attorney General within 10 days of 
any change in the information required to be furnished by the organization 
under subsection (a). 
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“(f) The following persons shall not be required, pursuant to this 
article, to register with the Attorney General: 


“(1) Educational institutions and their authorized and related foun- 


dations. 


“(2) Religious organizations. 
“(3) Political organizations. 


“(4) Fraternal, patriotic, benevolent, social, educational, alumni, 
health care foundation, historical, and civil rights organizations, including 
fraternities and sororities and any auxiliaries associated with any such or- 
ganizations. 


“(5) Civic leagues and civic organizations which solicit contribu- 
tions solely from their own membership. 


“(6) Persons requesting any contributions for the relief of any indi- 
vidual, specified by the name at the time of the solicitation, if all of the 
contributions collected do not exceed ten thousand dollars ($10,000) and, 
without any deductions, are turned over to the named beneficiary. 


“(7) Any charitable organization which does not intend to solicit 
and receive and does not actually receive contributions in excess of twenty- 
five thousand dollars ($25,000) during a fiscal year of the organization 
provided all of its fund raising functions are carried on by persons who are 
not paid for such services. If the gross contributions received by a chari- 
table organization during any fiscal year of that organization are in excess 
of twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000), within 30 days after the date it 
receives total contributions in excess of twenty-five thousand dollars 
($25,000), the charitable organization shall register with the Attorney Gen- 
eral as required by this section. 


“(8)a. Any charitable organization receiving an allocation from an 
incorporated community chest or united fund, provided all of the following 
requirements have been met: 

“1. The chest or fund is complying with this section relating to 
registration and filing of annual reports with the Attorney General. 

“2. The charitable organization does not actually receive, in addi- 


tion to an allocation, contributions in excess of twenty-five thousand dol- 
lars ($25,000) during the fiscal year. 
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“3. All of the fund raising functions of the charitable organization 
are carried on by persons who are not paid for such services. 


“b. If the gross contributions other than the allocation received by 
the charitable organization during any fiscal year of the charitable organi- 
zation are in excess of twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000), the chari- 
table organization shall within 30 days after the date it receives the contri-

“(9) A local post, camp, chapter, or similarly designated element, 
or a county unit of such elements of a bona fide veterans organization, 
which issues charters to local elements throughout this state, or a bona fide 
organization of volunteer firefighters, ambulance companies, or rescue 
squads, or a bona fide auxiliary or affiliate of such organizations, provided 
all of its fund raising activities are carried on by members of the organiza- 
tion, family members of the members of the organization, volunteers, or an 
affiliate of the organization and the members receive no compensation, di- 


tly or indirectly, therefor. 


“(g) Every charitable organization registered pursuant to subsec- 


tion (a) shall, within 90 days of the close of its fiscal r ending after th 


date on which the charitable organization files its initial registration pursu- 

ubsection file an annual written report. Each annual report shall 
be sworn to under oath, shall be in the form prescribed by the Attorney 
General and shall include a financial statement covering the fiscal year, 
clearly setting forth the gross income, expenses, and net income inuring to 
the benefit of the charitable organization, a balance sheet as of the close of 
the fiscal year, and a schedule of the activities carried on by the charitable 
organization in the performance of its purposes and the amounts expended 
thereon during the fiscal year. An organization may also meet this require- 
ment by submitting a copy of the Form 990 submitted to the Internal Rev- 
enue Service as required by federal law. A fee of twenty-five dollars ($25) 
payable to the Attorney General shall accompany the report at the time of 
filing. 


“(1) The Attorney General shall cancel the registration of any chari- 
table organization which fails within the time herein prescribed to comply 
with this section, or fails to furnish any additional information requested by 
the Attorney General within the required time. The Attorney General may 
extend the time for filing the reports for a period not to exceed 180 days. 
Notice of cancellation pursuant to this subsection shall be mailed to the 
registrant at least 15 days before the effective date thereof. 


“(2) All records, books, and reports maintained by any charitable 
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organization registered or required to register pursuant to subsection (a) 
shall be available for inspection during normal business hours at the princi- 
pal office of the organization, by the Attorney General, or the duly autho- 
rized representative of the Attorney General. 


“(h) No person shall act as a professional fund raiser or commer- 
cial co-venturer either before he or she registers with the Attorney General, 
or after the expiration or cancellation of his or her registration and prior to 
renewal thereof. Applications for registration and renewal shall be in writ- 
ing, under oath, in the form prescribed by the Attorney General, and shall 


be accompanied by an annual fee in the amount of one hundred dollars 
($100). 


“(1) The applicant shall at the time of making application, file with, 
and have approved by the Attorney General, a bond in which the applicant 
shall be the principal obligor in the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000) 
with one or more sureties whose liability in the aggregate as sureties will at 
least equal that sum. The bond shall run to the Attorney General for the use 
of the state and to any person who may have a cause of action against the 
obligor of the bond for any malfeasance or misfeasance in the conduct of 
the solicitation. 


“(2) Registration shall be for the period of one year, or a part thereof, 
expiring on the 30th day of September and may be renewed upon written 
application under oath, in the form prescribed by the Attorney General, the 
filing of the bond, and the payment of the fee prescribed for an additional 
one-year period. Applications, registrations, renewals, and bonds, when 
filed with the Attorney General, shall become public records in the Office 
of the Attorney General. 


“(3) A professional fund raiser or commercial co-venturer shall 
maintain accurate and current books and records of his or her activities 
while required to be registered under this section and until at least two years 
have elapsed at the end of the effective period of the registration to which 
they relate. He or she shall keep the books and records in his or her office 
available for inspection and examination by the Attorney General, or the 
duly authorized representative of the Attorney General. 


“q) All contracts entered into between professional fund raisers or 
commercial co-venturers and charitable organizations shall be in writing. 
A true and correct copy of each contract shall be filed by the professional 
fund raiser or commercial co-venturer with the Attorney General within 10 
days after it is executed. No services shall be performed under a contract 
until the expiration of 15 days from the date the contract is filed with the 
Attorney General. Within 90 days after the termination of the contract, the 
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professional fund raiser or commercial co-venturer shall file a closing state- 
ment with the Attorney General disclosing gross receipts and all expendi- 
tures incurred in the performance of the contract. 


“(j) No person shall act as a professional solicitor in the employ of 
a professional fund raiser who is required to register pursuant to this sec- 
tion before he or she has registered with the Attorney General or after the 
expiration or cancellation of the registration or any renewal thereof.

“(b) Upon a finding that any person has engaged in or is engaging 
in any act or practice declared unlawful by this article, the court may make 
any necessary order or judgment, including, but not limited to, injunctions, 
restitution, awards of reasonable attorneys’ fees, and costs of investigation 
and litigation, and may award to the state civil penalties up to five thousand 
dollars ($5,000) for each violation of this article. In requesting injunctive 


relief, the Attorney General or district attorney shall not be required to

WHEREAS, the United States Department of Justice, pursuant to 
the Voting Rights Act of 1965, has precleared several acts of the Alabama 
Legislature establishing circuit court judgeships; and

would have otherwise been filled by an election as early as 1992 but for the 
lack of Justice Department preclearance, that a “vacancy” now exists in 
those judicial positions that, pursuant to state law, may be filled by Guber- 
natorial appointment; and 


WHEREAS, such a construction clearly contravenes the precise 
language of the Voting Rights Act of 1965 with regard to the effect of leg- 
islation required to be precleared and more importantly would remove the 
right of the voters to select their judges through the ballot box as clearly

WHEREAS, the adoption of the acts proposing these new judicial 
positions was plainly based on the understanding of this legislative body

SJR 75. CREATING A JOINT LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE 
FOR THE ALABAMA AGRICULTURAL CENTER. 


WHEREAS, the Alabama Agricultural Center, known as Garrett 
Coliseum, is the site of the largest cattle, equestrian, and livestock exposi- 
tions in the State of Alabama and is one of the most used facilities in the 
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state, visited by more than 20 million people since its opening in 1953; and 


WHEREAS, in 1995, the Garrett Coliseum was rented for 121 
days for livestock related events which make up approximately 60 percent 
of the revenue produced by the coliseum; and 


WHEREAS, the growth of the cattle, equestrian, and livestock in- 
dustries is expected to place greater demands on the utilization of the facili- 
ties at the Alabama Agricultural Center due to its central location in the 
state, and that improvements and additions to the existing forty-year old 
facilities will be required to meet these expected future needs; and 


WHEREAS, neighboring states are actively competing for the same 
and similar events as those held at the Alabama Agricultural Center, and 
that the newer facilities in those states have seriously eroded Alabama’s 
position of leadership in the areas of agricultural, livestock, and equestrian 
expositions; and 


WHEREAS, the development of a master plan for the refurbishing 
and subsequent development of the current facilities is a major project that 
will serve the people of the State of Alabama and provide economic growth, 
employment, and revenues, as well as national prestige and recognition of 
the facilities and the state’s agricultural, livestock, and equestrian indus- 
tries; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, 
BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That there is created a Joint 
Legislative Committee for the Alabama Agricultural Center. The commit- 
tee shall consist of three members of the Alabama Senate appointed by the 
Lieutenant Governor; three Alabama citizens at-large to be appointed by 
the Lieutenant Governor; three members of the Alabama House of Repre- 
sentatives to be appointed by the Speaker of the House of Representatives; 
and three Alabama citizens at-large to be appointed by the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives. 


The committee shall select a chair and co-chair from among its 
membership and shall form their own rules of procedure for conducting its 
business. 


Upon the request of the chair, the Clerk of the House and the Sec- 
retary of the Senate shall provide the clerical assistance necessary for the 
committee’s work. 


The committee shall oversee the development of a long-range mas- 
ter plan and the subsequent further development of the Alabama Agricul-

tural Center, including Garrett Coliseum and the other facilities of the com- 
plex. 


Each legislative member shall be entitled to his or her regular legis- 
lative compensation, his or her per diem, and travel expenses for each day 
he or she attends a meeting of the committee which shall be paid out of any 
funds appropriated to the use of the Legislature, upon warrants drawn on 
the State Comptroller upon requisitions signed by the chair of the commit- 
tee.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. (a) This act shall only apply to the Mobile County 
School System. 


(b) By January 1, 1997, the Mobile County School Board shall 
adopt a policy for implementing school-based decision making beginning 
with the 1997-1998 school year pursuant to this act. 


Section 2. Each public school shall form a school council which 
shall be composed of three parent representatives, two teachers, and the 
principal or administrator. These six members shall select a seventh mem- 
ber who shall not be a relative of any other member of the school council. 
The seventh member need not be a parent, but shall be an individual inter- 
ested in the participating school. The parent representatives on the school 
council shall not be relatives of any employee of the school. Any vacancy 
on the school council shall be filled by the remaining members for the re- 
mainder of the unexpired term. 


Section 3. The teacher representatives shall be selected for two- 
year terms by a majority of voting teachers at the school. The parent repre- 
sentatives on the school council shall be selected as follows: two parent 
representatives shall be parents of children in the school and shall be se- 
lected for two-year terms by a majority of voting parents of the school as a 
whole. One parent representative shall be the president of the officially 
recognized parent-teacher organization at each school. If there is no active 
parent-teacher organization, a third parent representative shall be selected.

No member of a school council shall participate in any 
vote or decision of the school council until the member has satisfactorily 
completed a school council training course as provided herein. The Mobile 
County School Board shall establish a school training course which each 
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school council member shall attend. The course shall be held in the eve- 
nings or during the weekends and shall be held at locations within the dis- 
trict. The course shall be held at least once each quarter, but may be can- 
celled by the Mobile County School Board if no new members of the school 
councils are in need of training. 


Section 5. Subject to applicable state and federal laws, the school 
council shall participate in setting school policy which shall provide an 
environment to enhance the achievement of the students and help the school 
meet the goals established by this act. The principal shall be the primary 
administrator and the instructional leader of the school, and with the assis- 
tance of the total school staff shall administer the policies established by the 
Mobile County School Board and as developed by the school council. 


Section 6. The school council shall determine the frequency of and 
agenda for their meetings but shall meet at least once a month. Matters 
relating to formation of school councils that are not provided for by this act 
shall be addressed by the Mobile County School Board policy. The school 
board shall develop a policy and system relating to the reporting of the 
school councils. The policy shall require that reports by the school councils 
be submitted to the school board at uniform periods on forms developed by 
the school board that shall be used by each school council. 


Section 7. The meetings of the school council shall be open to the 
public and all interested persons may attend. Notwithstanding the forego- 
ing, the exceptions to open meetings provided in the sunshine law, Section 
13A-14-2, Code of Alabama 1975, shall apply. 


Section 8. The school board shall adopt a policy establishing which 
monies may be budgeted and spent by the school councils. The school 
board shall allocate funds each year to be spent by school councils. The 
allocation to each school shall be based solely on average daily membership 
as defined in Section 16-13-232, Code of Alabama 1975. The funds allo- 
cated by the school board to be spent by school councils are not subject to 
and are exempt from the competitive bid law, Sections 41-16-20 to 41-16- 
63, inclusive, Code of Alabama 1975. After receiving notification of the 
funds available for the school from the school board, the school council 
shall determine, within the parameters established by the school board how 
the funds will be spent. 


Section 9. The principal of each school shall be responsible for the 
collection and allocation of all sums and monies as determined by the school 
council. 


Section 10. The school board shall adopt a policy for filling a 
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vacancy in the position of principal at each school that will allow for sig- 
nificant input from school councils. Requests for transfer, termination of 
employees, and other personnel decisions shall conform to any statutory 
provisions or policies of the Mobile County School Board. 


Section 11. The school council shall not have authority to control, 
assign, or transfer individual students and this authority shall remain with 
the school board. 


Section 12. Subject to applicable state and school board guidelines 
and statutory state and federal provisions, the school council shall adopt a 
policy to be implemented by the principal in the following additional areas: 


(1) Recommendation of optional courses to be approved by the 
school board. 


(2) Determination of the schedule of the school day and week, sub- 
ject to the beginning and ending times of the school day and school calendar 
year as established by the school board. 


(3) Determination of the use of school space by outside groups 
during the school day and after school hours. 


(4) Selection and implementation of discipline and classroom man- 
agement techniques, including responsibilities of the student, parent, teacher, 
counselor, and principal. 


(5) Selection of extracurricular programs and determinations of 
policies relating to student participation based on academic qualifications 
and attendance requirements, program evaluation, and supervision. 


(6) Mandating and selection of school uniforms. 


Section 13. Subject to applicable state guidelines and statutory 
provisions, the policy adopted by the school board to implement school- 
based decision making shall also address the following: 


(1) School budget and administration, including, but not limited to, 
discretionary funds, activity and other school funds, funds for maintenance, 
supplies and equipment, and accounting and auditing. 


(2) Assessment of individual student progress, including testing and 
reporting of student progress to students, parents, the school district, and 
the community. 
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(3) School improvement plans, including the form and function of 
strategic planning and its relationship to district planning. 


(4) Any professional development plans developed by the school 
board. 


(5) Parent, citizen, and community participation, including the re- 
lationship of the school council with other groups. 


(6) Cooperation and collaboration within the district and with other 
public and private agencies. 


(7) Requirements for waiver of district policies. 
(8) Requirements for record keeping by the school council. 
(9) A process for appealing a decision made by a school council. 


Section 14. In addition to the authority granted to the school coun- 
cils in this act, the school board may grant to the school councils any other 
authority permitted by law. The members of the school councils are im- 
mune from civil liability for any claims arising from acts in the course of 
pursuing their duties as members of the school council if those acts were 
made in good faith and without malice to the same extent as currently pro- 
vided by law for teachers and school board members. 


Section 15. The school board shall provide professional develop- 
ment activities to assist schools in implementing school-based decision 
making. 


Section 16. A school that chooses to have school-based decision 
making but would like to be exempt from the administrative structure set 
forth by this act may develop a model for implementing school-based deci- 
sion making, including, but not limited to, a description of the membership, 
organization, duties, and responsibilities of a school council. The school 
shall submit the model to the school board for approval which shall not be 
unreasonably withheld. The application for approval of the model shall 
show evidence that it has been developed by representatives of the parents, 
students, teachers, and the principal or administrator of the school and that 
two-thirds of the faculty have agreed to the model. 


Section 17. Except as otherwise provided in this act, all funds to 
be allocated to the school councils that are administered by or come into the 
possession of the school board shall be allocated and released within 30 
days to the school councils. 
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Section 18. This act shall be inoperative and void unless it shall 
have been approved by a majority of the qualified electors of Mobile County 
who vote thereon at a referendum held for such purpose. The election shall 
be held and conducted as nearly as may be in the same way as elections on 
amendments to the constitution, and shall be held on the date of the next 
primary, run-off, or general election in the county. Notice of the election 
shall be given by the Judge of Probate of Mobile County, which notice shall 
be published once a week for three successive weeks before the day of the 
election. On the ballots to be used at the election, the proposition to be 
voted on shall be stated substantially as follows: 


“Do you favor site-based management for the Mobile County 
Schools System? “Yes No 


If a majority of the votes cast at the election are affirmative votes, 
this act shall be in full force and effect immediately thereafter. If a majority 
of the votes cast are in the negative, the act shall have no further effect. The 
Judge of Probate of Mobile County shall certify the results of the election to 
the Secretary of State. The cost of the election shall be paid out of the 
county general fund. 


Section 19. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

electric boards) currently providing service to an existing customer seeking 
tő obtain electric service pursuant to a private contract for any economic 
costs associated with the transfer of the existing electric customer’s service; 
to provide that these economic costs shall comprise all costs resulting from 
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the customer transfer, including, but not limited to, stranded costs; stranded 
investments; severance damages; surplus generation costs; idled distribu- 
tion, transmission or generation investments; purchased power or transmis- 
sion contract charges or costs, increases in its remaining customer’s rates 
due to reallocation of overhead, fixed costs and additional costs of opera- 
tion; any other obligations, liabilities or additional costs imposed on the 
utility as a result of the discontinuance of service to the existing customer; 
to provide for the use of commissioners in certain instances; to provide for 
appeals from the Circuit Court to the Supreme Court directly; and to pro- 
vide for severability.

At the close of the commissioners’ examination and deliberations 


the commissioners shall issue a report including their recommendations to 
the Circuit Court stating whether the private contract for electric service 
would materially impair the existing utility’s ability to provide” 


On page 9, line 1, strike the following: 


“efficient and reliable service to its other electric customers at a 
reasonable cost, and (2) if not, recommending the compensation and reim- 
bursement to be made to any utility adversely affected by the loss of its 
existing customer by virtue of the private contract for electric service. 


The parties shall have 30 days following the issuance of the com- 
missioners’ report, or such longer period as the court may grant upon cause 
shown, to examine the commissioners’ report and submit to the court objec- 
tions or exceptions thereto. 


At the close of the 30-day period following issuance of the commis- 
sioners’ report, and following a hearing upon such objections and excep- 
tions, the commissioners’ report shall be approved by the court and incor- 
porated into its order, except insofar as the report’s conclusion, or any ma- 
terial conclusion of the report, are clearly erroneous. In that event, the 
court may incorporate the report’s recommendations, with modifications 
necessary to correct the errors, in its order; may refer the report to the 
commissioners for further deliberation, analysis and recommendations, fol- 
lowing the issuance of which the court may incorporate the commissioners’ 
amended recommendations into its order; or the court may reject the entire 
report and resolve the issues as the objectives of this section may require.”

“and a settlement has been reached pursuant to this chapter. 


(i) An exiting consumer shall notify, in writing, the existing utility 
of its intent to leave the existing utility’s facilities. 


(ii) Within 45 days of providing written notice to the existing utility 
of its intent to leave its facilities, the existing utility shall propose an amount 
that the existing consumer shall pay to the existing utility to compensate the 
existing utility for the exiting consumers’ share of stranded costs and the 
basis utilized by the existing utility to determine such costs. Should the 
utility’s offer not fall within 90% of the amount deemed appropriate in the 
arbitration proceedings set forth below, the utility will be responsible for 
paying the exiting consumers expenses, including legal fees associated with 
the arbitration proceeding. The existing utility shall allow the exiting con- 
sumer five (5) years to make such payment, adjusted annually to reflect the 


time value of money. 


Gii) Should the exiting consumer not accept the proposal set forth 
in (B) above, either party may serve notice, within 15 days of the refusal of 
such proposal, to the Office of Attorney General of the State of Alabama 


that arbitration proceedings will begin pursuant to the provisions set forth 
in this Article. 


r 
Civ) Within 30 days of receipt of notice of arbitration, the Attorney 
General will appoint a panel of three commissioners, one to be selected by 
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the exiting consumer, one to be selected by the existing utility and the final 
commissioner shall be selected by the two previously selected commission- 
ers. The commissioners shall have all the powers vested in a master ap- 
pointed under Rule 53, Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure, and shall con- 
duct hearings, gather facts, and issue their report in a manner consistent 
with Rule 53 or its successor in purpose and effect. Upon the request of a 
party, information involving price and terms for private contracts for elec- 
tric service shall remain confidential. 


(v) The commissioners shall, within 90 days of appointment, issue 
a report, that will serve as a final settlement to the parties, that will include 
the nature and amount of stranded costs attributed to the exiting consumer 
leaving the existing utility’s facilities. The burden of demonstrating that 
stranded costs exist and to what extent they exist falls upon the existing 
utility. Further, the commissioners, in their report, shall apportion such costs 
as appropriate in a fair and reasonable manner between the exiting con- 
sumer and the existing utility. The report shall further include a repayment 
schedule for the exiting consumer and, if appropriate, set forth a crediting 
mechanism for any assets, identified and attributed to the stranded costs set

SUBSTITUTE NO. 2 FOR SB 306 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend Article I of Chapter 4 of Title 37 of the Code of Alabama 
1975, by adding a new Section 37-4-30 which would empower the Public 
Service Commission or Circuit Court, as appropriate, to review private 
contracts for electric services to existing electric customers for the purpose 
of determining whether the private contract is consistent with the public 
interest and to require the existing customer to reimburse any utility (which, 
for purposes of this paragraph, include utilities, utility board, electric boards 
and improvement authorities) currently providing service to an existing 
customer seeking to obtain electric service pursuant to a private contract 
for any stranded costs associated with the transfer of the existing electric 
customer’s service; to provide that these stranded costs shall mean all veri- 
fiable costs or obligations incurred by a utility in order to provide service to 
electric customers in the area served by the utility that cannot actually be 
recovered through mitigation upon the transfer of the existing electric cus- 
tomer to another supplier, and include, but are not limited to, costs of in- 
vestment in generating, transmission and distribution facilities; obligations 
for purchased power, fuel and transmission charges; costs of assets required 
to be capitalized under utility accounting principles; and other fixed costs 
incurred by the utility to provide service; to provide for the use of commis- 
sioners in certain instances; to provide for appeals from the Circuit Court to 
the Supreme Court directly; to provide for severability, and to provide for 
the cessation and termination of the provisions of the act upon the occur- 
rence of all of the following events: (1) the enactment of legislation that 
provides in a comprehensive manner for retail electric service competition 
in this state and surrounding states; (2) provision in such legislation or in 
regulations that provide in this state for the recovery of stranded costs by 
utilities upon the transfer of existing electric customers; (3) elimination of 
the obligation of utilities to plan for and provide service; and (4) imposition 
of the same taxes on sales to existing customers by a non-utility at the rates 
applicable to sales by the utility presently serving the existing customer. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Section 37-4-30 is added to Article I of Chapter 4 of 
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Title 37, Code of Alabama 1975, to read as follows: 
§37-4-30. 


(a) No existing electric customer shall obtain electric service under 
a private contract for electric service without first giving written notice to 
the utility currently providing it retail electric service at least 45 days prior 
to the date on which the private contract for electric service is to become 
effective. In the event any utility currently providing service to the existing 
electric customer determines that it or its other electric customers will be 
adversely affected by the loss of the existing electric customer due to the 
private contract for electric service, it may, within 45 days of the date of the 
existing electric customer’s written notice of a private contract for electric 
service, file a petition for review of the private contract for electric service 
as set forth below and service under such contract shall not be initiated until 
45 days after such review has been completed and an order concerning such 
review has been issued by the Public Service Commission or a Circuit Court: 
provided, however, that if the utility currently providing electric service is a 
utility subject to the jurisdict'on of the Public Service Commission, the 
existing electric customer may file with the Secretary of said Commission, 
and if the utility currently providing electric service is a utility exempt from 
or otherwise not subject to the jurisdiction of the Public Service Commis- 
sion, the existing electric customer may file with the clerk of the Circuit 
Court in the Judicial Circuit in which the existing electric customer is lo- 
cated, a bond in the amount of the utility’s estimate of the stranded costs 
associated with the transfer of the existing electric customer’s service under 
the private contract for electric service as set forth below, with two or more 
sureties, to be approved by the Public Service Commission or by one of the 
judges of the Circuit Court, as the case may be, one of which may be a 
surety company, payable to the utility and conditioned to pay all stranded 
costs associated with the transfer of the existing electric customer’s service 
under the private contract, as well as interest thereon for the period from the 
date of transfer of the existing electric customer’s service under the private 
contract to the existing electric customer’s payment of the stranded costs 
associated with the referenced transfer as such reasonable rate as the Public 
Service Commission or Circuit Court, as the case may be, shall determine, 
and upon the filing of the bond, service under the private contract for elec- 
tric service may be initiated on the date on which the private contract for 
electric service is to become effective, or thereafter at the election of the 
existing electric customer, subject to the further orders of the Public Ser- 
vice Commission or Circuit Court, as the case may be, as set forth below. 


In any such proceeding, upon the request of the existing electric 
customer or the utility. a protective order may be entered protecting the 
confidentiality of information in the private electric contract or the utility’s 
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contract with the existing electric customer, where it is asserted by the ex- 
isting electric customer or the utility that the contract contains sensitive 
business information the disclosure of which may compromise competition 
or the proprietary rights of the existing electric customer, the proposed elec- 
tric supplier, or the utility. 


(i) If the utility currently providing electric service is a utility sub- 
ject to the jurisdiction of the Public Service Commission, it may file a peti- 
tion for review with the Public Service Commission and the existing elec- 
tric customer shall be made a party to any such proceeding. The utility’s 
petition for review shall state its estimate of the stranded cost associated 
with the transfer of the existing electric customer’s service under the pri- 
vate contract for electric service. Upon filing of such petition, the existing 
electric customer seeking to enter into a private contract for electric service 
shall submit the contract to the Public Service Commission for its review in 
accordance with the requirements of this section. The Public Service Com- 
mission shall review the private contract for electric service to determine 
whether the contract is consistent with the public interest by determining 


whether the private contract for electric service will materially impair the 
bility of ility currently providing service t existing electric cus- 


tomer to provide efficient and reliable service at a reasonable cost to and for 


the lic which it continues to serve. If th lic Servi mmission 
termines that t rivate contract for electric service is not inconsistent 


with the public interest, it may approve the private contract, but to ensure 
that no utility or electric customer will be adversely affected, shall require 
the existing electric customer to reimburse any utility, for any and all rea- 
sonable stranded costs associated with the transfer of the existing electric 
customer’s service under the private contract for electric service. In appro- 
priate circumstances, the commission may allow, upon the posting of ad- 
equate security, payments by the existing electric customer of any and all 
reasonable stranded costs associated with the transfer over a period of up to 
five years with appropriate consideration to the utility for the time value of 
such method of payment. The Public Service Commission shall, within 90 
days after the completion of the hearings and arguments, if any, and the 
filing of briefs, if any, in the review of a petition filed hereunder, or upon a 
rehearing thereof, decide the matter, 


. (ii) F the utility currently providing electric service is a utility ex- 
empt from or otherwise not subject to the jurisdiction of the Public Service 
Commission, it may file a petition for review with the Circuit Court in the 
Judicial Circuit in which the existing electric customer shall be made a 
party to any such proceeding. The utility’s petition for review shall state its 
estimate of the stranded cost associated with the transfer of the existing 
electric customer’s service under the private contract for electric service. 
Upon the filing of such petition, the existing electric customer seeking to 
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enter into a private contract for electric service shall submit the contract to 
the Circuit Court for its review in accordance with the requirements of this 


section. 


The Circuit Court shall review the proposed private contract for 
electric service to determine whether approval of the contract is consistent 
with the public interest. The proposed private contract for electric service 
shall not be consistent with the public interest if its approval and becoming 
effective would materially impair the ability of any utility currently provid- 
ing service to the existing electric customer to provide efficient and reliable 
service at a reasonable cost to and for the public which it continues to serve. 
If the Circuit Court determines that the private contract for electric service 
is not inconsistent with the public interest, it shall approve the contract, but 
to ensure that no utility or electric customer will be adversely affected by 
approval of the proposed private contract for electric service, shall require 
the existing electric customer seeking approval of the proposed private con- 
tract for electric service to reimburse any utility for any and all reasonable 
stranded costs associated with the transfer of the existing electric customer’s 
service under the private cont-act for electric service.

For its aid, in making the determinations required hereunder, as to 
both the public interest and the compensation to be paid a utility where a 
private contract for electric service is determined not tọ be inconsistent with 
the public interest, the Circuit Court shall, upon motion of any party, refer 
the case to a panel of three commissioners to be appointed by the court. 
Each commissioner shall be knowledgeable and experienced in the opera- 
tions of electric utilities and shall meet the qualification requirements appli- 
cable to a master under Rule 53(a), Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure. 
The existing electric customer and the utility petitioning for relief may each 
submit a list of not less than three nor more than five nominees to be ap- 
pointed as commissioners. The court shall, in the absence of exceptional 
circumstances, select one commissioner from the list submitted by the ex- 
isting customer and one commissioner from the list submitted by the com- 
plaining utility. If one or both parties nominate no commissioners, the court 
may appoint a commissioner or commissioners, qualified under this section 
by knowledge and experience, of its own choosing. The two commissioners 
so appointed shall nominate a third commissioner qualified by knowledge 
and experience under this section. The court shall approve such nominee or 
shall appoint such other person qualified under this section as the court may 
determine to serve as the third commissioner. By agreement of the existing 
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electric customer seeking approval of the private contract for electric ser- 
vice and the utility currently serving the customer, a single commissioner 
qualified under this section, jointly nominated by those parties and approved 
by the court, may serve instead of three commissioners. 


The commissioners shall have all the powers vested in a master 
appointed under Rule 53, Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure, and shall 
conduct hearings, gather facts, and issue their report in a manner consistent 
with Rule 53 or its successor in purpose and effect. 


At the close of the commissioners’ examination and deliberations 


the commissioners shall issue a report including their recommendations to 
the Circuit Court stating (1) whether the private contract for electric service 
would materially impair the existing utility’s ability to provide efficient and 
reliable service to its other electric customers at a reasonable cost, and (2) 
if not, recommending the compensation and reimbursement to be made to 
any utility adversely affected by the loss of its existing customer by virtue 
of the private contract for electric service. 


The parties shall have 30 days following the issuance of the com- 


missioners’ report, or such longer period as the court m rant upon ca 
hown, to examine the commissioners’ report and submit to the court objec- 


tions or exceptions thereto. 


At the close of the 30-day period following issuance of the commis- 
sioners’ report, and following a hearing upon such objections and excep- 
tions, the commissioners’ report shall be approved by the court and incor- 
porated into its order, except insofar as the report’s conclusions, or any 
material conclusion of the report, are clearly erroneous. In that event, the 
court may incorporate the report’s recommendations, with modifications 
necessary to correct the errors, in its order; may refer the report to the 
commissioners for further deliberation, analysis and recommendations, fol- 
lowing the issuance of which the court may incorporate the commissioners’ 
amended recommendations into its order; or the court may reject the entire 
report and resolve the issues as the objectives of this section may require. 


_ Either party may appeal to the Supreme Court from the action or 
order of the Circuit Court under the same rules and in the same manner and 
under the same conditions as are or may be provided by law for appeals 
from Circuit Court as of right to the Supreme Court in other cases. 


A commissioner under this section shall be compensated under the 
provisions of Rule 53(a), Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure, or its succes- 
sor in purpose and effect. 
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Any commissioner acting hereunder and the Circuit Court, in de- 
termining the stranded costs associated with the transfer of the existing 
electric customer’s service, at a minimum, may consider any guidelines, 
formulas and methodologies or decisions accepted, utilized, or issued by 
the Public Service Commission in its evaluation of private contracts for 
electric service under Section (a)(i) hereof. 


(b) The term “private contract for electric service” shall mean and 
include any transfer of an existing electric customer’s service to another 
utility, electric service provider or any other entity, whether or not the util- 
ity, electric service provider or any other entity is subject to the general 
jurisdiction of the Public Service Commission, where current service to the 
existing customer will be terminated or curtailed. The term “existing elec- 
tric customer” shall mean and include any retail consumer of electric ser- 
vice at the premises to which electric service has previously been rendered 
by a utility, including a utility exempt from or otherwise not subject to the 
general jurisdiction of the Public Service Commission. 


“Stranded costs” means all verifiable costs or obligations incurred 
b tility in order to provide service to electric customers in the area 
served by the utility that cannot actually be recovered through mitigation 
upon the transfer of the existing electric customer to another supplier. These 
costs shall include, without limitation, such items as costs of investment in 
generating, transmission and distribution facilities; obligations for purchased 
power, fuel, and transmission charges; costs of assets required to be capi- 
talized under utility accounting principles or by regulatory order: and other 
fixed costs incurred by the utility to provide service. 


(c) The term “private contract for electric service” shall not include 
any arrangement under which the electric generation source is wholly-owned, 
for federal income tax purposes, by the consumer of the electric service, a 
wholly-owned subsidiary of the electric consumer’s parent company. Not- 
withstanding the foregoing, the Public Service Commission or the Circuit 
Court, as appropriate, may review an arrangement pursuant to this section 
when it determines that a transaction, viewed in its totality and regardless 


of structure, is a private contract for electric service because of the involve- 
ment of entities other than the electric consumer. 


(d) The term “private contract for electric service” shall not include 
contracts or arrangements entered into earlier than the date of enactment of 
this act, or subsequent amendments, alterations, modifications, or exten- 
sions of such contracts or arrangements. 


(e) The term “utility,” solely for the purpose of this Section 37-4- 
30, shall include a utility providing retail service to, or in privity of contract 
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with, the existing electric customer but shall also, in addition, include a 
utility, whether a distribution, transmission or generation utility, providing 
wholesale or power supply service to the utility that is providing retail ser- 
vice or that is in privity of contract with the existing electric customer. The 
term “utility,” solely for the purpose of this Section 37-4-30, shall also 
include a utility board for the operation of water, sewer, gas and electric 
systems organized pursuant to the provisions of Section 11-50-310, et seq., 
Code of Alabama 1975, an electric utility board organized pursuant to the 
provisions of Section 11-50-490, et seq., Code of Alabama 1975, or an 
Improvement Authority organized pursuant to the provisions of Section 39- 
7-1, et seq., Code of Alabama 1975. 


Section 2. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
repealed to the extent of such conflict providing, however, that nothing herein 
shall be deemed to amend, modify or otherwise affect in any manner Chap- 
ter 14 of Title 37, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended. 


Section 3. This act shall cease and terminate upon the occurrence 
of all of the following events: (1) the enactment of legislation that provides 
in a comprehensive manner for retail electric service competition in this 
state and surrounding states; (2) provision in such legislation or in regula- 
tions that provide in this state for the recovery of stranded costs by utilities 
upon the transfer of existing electric customers; (3) elimination of the obli- 
gation of utilities to plan for and provide service; and (4) imposition of the 
same taxes on sales to existing customers by a non-utility at the rates appli- 
cable to sales by the utility presently serving the existing customer.
